2. Citations and explanations 

The invention relates to an exercising apparatus which 
includes a bottom plate to which the two ends of a flexible 
harness is fastened to separate points. The harness extends 
over the shoulders of a user standing on the bottom plate; the 
harness being length adjustable so that the user can not stand 
upright. The user's leg and back muscles thus can be stretched 
while exerting stretching forces. A load measuring device is 
also incorporated in the harness. 

The cited documents show exercising apparatus similar to the 
claimed invention, e.g. US 5207626 A, which shows a harness 
device with a load measuring unit. However / this device is 
intended for one shoulder only and the user does not stand on 
the bottom plate. The other documents either show elastic 
harness or harness fastened to the head portion of the user 
and without any load measuring device. 

Thus, the claimed invention is new. It is considered to be 
non-obvious to a person skilled in the art and to solve the 
stated problem. Consequently, the claimed invention is 
considered to meet the criteria of novelty, inventive step and 
industrial applicability.
